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Or has to wonder if whats recently taken place in Tampa, Florida 
is a peek into the future way the FCC will handle things? In this 
case the FCC has taken another step as they attempt to exit from chasing 
RFI by setting up a pilot program whereby RFI matters will be handled 
by the private sector. Under this program if a party falls victim to RFI 
from a Broadcast Station, or an Amateur, the matter will be passed on to 
a commercial enterprise who’s responsibility it will be to determine 
which way to point the finger of fault. If it points toward the consumer, 
he gets the problem solved and, presumably, the bill. If it points toward 
the transmitter, the FCC gets the problem for further action. There are a 
number of remaining questions, for example, who gets the bill for the 
services of the technician who determined that the finger points toward 
the transmitter. The manufacturers of equipment that are prone to RFI, 
telephones for example, are pleased with this action as they view it as a 
cheaper fix, ie, its more economical to repair those items that receive RFI 
than install RFI proofing in all the equipment they make.

DISTANCE RECORD SET 

(ARRL Letter) An OVER-WATER dis- 
tance record on 2 meters was recently set 
between Hawaii and the Seattle area. On 
July 1, Paul Lieb, KH6HME, worked Jim 
Costello, W7FL, in Woodinville, a distance 
of 4333 kilometers. The previous: record 
was between KH6HME and an XE2 in Baja 
California, a distance of 4276. This was not 
an isolated incident as a number of Puget 
Sound area stations also worked Paul to the 
point that a computer program had to be 
used to figure out which area station was 
really the furthest contact.

views On common matters of interest. In the past few weeks its become clear that the 
nations Coordinators have a lot on their mind they wish to share and more importantly 
a lot of things they'd like to see addressed at this meeting. Unfortunately the ARRL 
has, at this writing, elected not to announce an agenda of just what will be discussed 
thereby casting a cloud over the meeting. In reading over the hundreds of pages of 
comments, thoughts and ideas submitted to the remailer its clear that this meeting is 
long overdue with very strong feelings on many subjects expressed by many. Its 
certain that whether or not the meeting "officially" permits discussion on some of these 
issues just about everyone agrees that the information exchanged in St Louis will make 
the trip worthwhile. The degree of actual progress that will actually come from this 
is in the hands of the ARRL and their Ad Hoc Committee whose responsibility it is 
to orchestrate it. MACC, the nations largest organization of Frequency Coordinators, 
which the WWARA is a member, has seized the opportunity and is holding a meeting 
at the same place on the day before. Some of the comments made by others range 
from the pros and cons of ARRL involvement in coordination to suggestions for a 
complete re- write of band-plans. Whatever actually is discussed and hopefully 
decided, this gathering will go down in history as one of the most important meetings 
in the history of Amateur Radio. I don’t expect to see a large number of historic 
announcements and/or decisions made here, but I do expect to see the beginning of 
many changes. Perhaps the beginning of a national organization to which the 
WW ARA will participate, and most likely the creation of Committees whose function 
will be to create the framework for these changes. Perhaps we will look back and view 
the Internet as having been a major factor in making this all happen. As you know the 
WW ARA is sending a representative to this first, all important session, and our next 
meeting will be to discuss these issues in detail to make sure that the WWARA’s 
wishes are fully represented in St Louis.
